Gilmore dies 
before Utah 
firing squad 

DRAPER, Utah. - Murderer 
Ga*y Gilmore was executed by 
firing equad at dawn here 
yesterday, despite an llth-hour 
bid by a judge to deny his wish to 
“die like a man.” It was the first 
execution in the U.S. for 10 
years. 

Final, hours of legal wrangling 
which aent Gilmore, S 6 , Into a 
screaming fury were resolved when 
a third and final postponement was 
overturned by Federal appeal 
judges. 

An exhausted Gilmore ate a big 
breakfast of eggs and. hamburger 
and even slept for a while before be- 
ing shot 10 minutes after sunrise. His 
final words, according to. an 
eyewitness, were: "Let’s do it." 

Gilmore, who had insisted for 
months that he wanted to atone for 
two killings, died strapped to a 
black-upholstered oak chair In an old 
tannery at Utah State Prison. 

With a black hood over his head 
and a white target over his heart, he 
faced a canvas cubicle about eight 
metres away which had five tiny 
slits, a'rlfle protruding through each 
slit. 

Four bullets fired in unison then 
ripped through Gilmore's body — un- 
der state law one of the rifles did not 
have live ammunition — cutting tiny 
holes ln the upholstery. Blood 
emerged from Gilmore's shirt and 
dripped on to his white slacks. 

Nearly 40 people attended the ex- 
ecution. One eyewitness, journalist 
Lawrence Schiller, said: "It seemed 
to me Gilmore's still-erect body still 
had movement in it for about 15 or 20 
seconds." 

A few prisoners looking out of their 
cells swore 1 at the waiting reporters. 
Forty people opposed to capital 
punishment kept vigil outside the 
prison gates. 

Gilmore, whose death opens the 
way for further executions in the 
U.S., was sentenced to die for the 
murder last July of a young motel 
clerk. He also killed a petrol-station 
attendant. 

The victim for whose murder 
Gilmore was executed was Bennie 
Bushnell, 25, a university student 
and father. Later, Gilmore admitted 
In published letters to the July 19 
murder of Max David Jensen, 24. a 
service station attendant. Gilmore 
was charged but never tried for the 
Jensen slaying. 

Bushnel| had managed the City 
Center Motel in Provo, Utah. His 
pregnant wife, Debra was asleep In 
the next .room when Gilmore forced 
Bushnell to lie on the floor before 
putting a pistol to his temple and fir- 
ing. 

"I don't know why," Gilmore later 
told a Jury. “I felt there waa no way 
what happened could- have been 
avoided. There was no other choice 
or chance for Mr. Bushnell. It was 
something that couldn't be stopped." 

Gilmore, who had twice attempted 
suicide in prison when his execution 
was stayed, was a man of keen in- 
telligence whose inability to handle 
alcohol was a constant factor in all 
his troubles with authority from 
junior high school onward. 

He had spent 18 of his last 21 years 
in prisons, where he had a reputation 
for violence, arid It was his desire not 
to languish for life in prison that led 
him to ask for the death penalty for 
murder to be .carried out.

Sadat sees current conditions 
best to cope with Arab issues 


CAIRO. — President Sadat said 
yesterday current Arab conditions 
were "the most appropriate for deal- 
ing with all challenges and problems 
facing the Arabs," including their 
conflict with Israel and the nor- 
malization of life in Lebanon. 

Sadat said he advocated the use of ~ 
force, if this became necessary, for 
restoring Lebanon to what is was 
like before the civil war broke out 20 
months ago. 

Sadat spoke to reporters after con- 
ferring with former Lebanese Presi- 


dent Charles Helou in Aswan, a 
winter resort in southern Egypt. 

"Arab conditions are 100 per cent 
positive by any standard and we 
should confront all challenges in 
1977." he said. 

Sadat repeatedly declared that 
3977 should be the year of Middle 
East peace. But he added. "Unfor- 
tunately, Arabs are bound to differ 
and exchange insults. ..but thi» does 
not mean that Arab unity has been 
undermined, for we all stand united 
in dealing with serious questions."

— Many workers in Saudi 
Arabia ' these days have un-Arab 
names such as Pak, Kim or Dong. 
They are South Koreans, brought 
here by the thousands by construc- 
tion companies cashing in on the oil 
■bonanza. 

; -The Saudis need skilled manpower 
'and they try to encourage anti- 
communist governments whenever 
■they can. This is one reason why they 
went as for as Seoul for workers. 
Another hi the good reputation en- 
joyed by South Korean construction 
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companies. Saudi officials say they 
have proved to be efficient, cost- 
conscious and on time. 

When the South Koreans establish- 
ed their Embassy here in mid-1973 — 
one of the few Arab countries where 
they are represented — there were 
just two Koreans in the entire coun- 
try other than diplomatic staff. By 
the end of 1974 there were fewer than 

1.000 Koreans with 3,000 by 1975. 

There are now 15,000' Korean 

workers in Saudi Arabia, Another' 

8.000 are being brought in as Korean 
companies land more contracts. 
South Korean Embassy, information 
attache Jeon Kyu Sam said. 

The Koreans can be «ecn on the . 
streets and outskirts of this commer- 
cial capital, mixing cement, setting 
steel bars or operating cranes. But 
the largest contingents arc ln out-of- 
the way desert spots worktngon mul- 
timillion dollar projects. 

The Hyun Tai Construction Com- 
pany of Seoul has. landed a 51b. con- 
tract to build an industrial and naval 
port at Jubayl on the Persian Gulf 
coast.

Guard near Riyadh, the capital. 

Altogether, Jeon said, there arc 20 
Korean companies undertaking pro- 
jects worth about $3b.

Saudi Arabia's five-year plan calls 
for the expenditure of about $i42b. 
by 1980. Of this, about SBOb. will be 
for building. The 8,000 Korean 
workers being brought in will be 
used in a $4b. project to utilize 
natural gas now being burned off as 
waste. 

Jeon said wages paid to Koreans 
here are higher than those paid to 
Saudi Arabia's traditional imported 
work force of Egyptians, Pakistanis. 
Palestinians. Sudanese and others. 
But they, are lower than Western 
European, American or Japanese 
pay scales. "We are somewhere in 
between," ho said. 

The Korean workers arc given 
orientation courses before coming 
here on Saudi Arabia's strict Islamic 
codr of ethics, which prohibitsdrink- 
ing and any contact with women. 
They live mostly isolated in remote 
work camps, where the construction 
bosses repeat the injunctions every 
day. 


"We show them Korean films, 
provide them with magazines, and 
otherwise do as much as we can." 
Jeon said. But he conceded that, 
speaking no Arabic and often poor 
English, they found life here bleak. 
They get Instructions in Korean from 
English-speaking Korean super- 
visors who communicate with 
English-speaking Saudis. 

Most construction companies 
provide lodging, food and other 
amenities. About once every six 
months, the workers are taken to 
less strict neighbouringcountrics for 
rest and recreation. They get a paid 
vnention of one month a year back 
home.

Sorensen drops bid 
to be new CIA head 

WASHINGTON. — One-time 
Kennedy aide Theodore C. Sorensen 
stunned the U.S. Senate Intelligence 
Committee yesterday by disclosing 
that he has asked President-elect 
Jimmy Carter to withdraw his 
nomination to be director of the CIA. 

Carter's press secretary, Jody 
Powell, asked In Georgia if Carter 
regretted Sorensen's withdrawal, 
replied. "1 think that's quite ob- 
vious." He promised additional com- 
ment after discussing the startling 
development with Carter. 

The committee, which would have 
had to approve the appointment, 
abruptly cancelled its hearings to 
await word from the President-elect 
on a new nominee. 

Sorensen himself did not say what 
Carter's response had been. But 
committee chairman Daniel K. 

Inouyc. D-Hawaii. indicated that the 
committee would accede to 
Sorensen's wish to step aside. 

The former counsel and close 
associate to President John F. 

Kennedy dropped his bombshell at 
the close of a lengthy statement In 
which he asserted he was qualified 
for the post and denied a series of 
what he called "scurrilous and un- 
founded personal attacks which have 
anonymously circulated against 
me." 

The Sorensen nomination had run 
into difficulties in the Senate largely 
because he had admitted taking 
classified documents when he left 
the White House and using them in a 
book. 

Senators had also complained that 
Sorensen received a tax deduction 
when he returned some of the 
classified documents to the govern- 
m*ni, Uuitjfc* ! ad nc -.xperitr?" fi 
intelligence, and that he was a con- 
scientious objector during the Se- 
cond World War. 

Carter had strongly defended 
Sorensen at the weekend, saying that

PARIS. — President Valery 
Giscard d’Estalng blamed West 
Germany here yesterday for the 
hasty release of Palestinian 
terrorist Abu Daoud by a French 
court. At a press conference, the 
angry President accused the 
media of mounting a world- wide 
campaign against France. 

Giscard. looking more tense than 
at any moment during Ms two-hour 

session with 350 journalists in the 
Elysce Palace's chandelier-hung 
ballroom, took care not to criticize 
Israel's reaction to the judgment. 

The President appealed to the 
families of the Israel athletes who 
died in the Munich Olympic 
massacre to understand that France 
could not twist its laws in Nazi-style 
in order to hold Abu Daoud. 

Giscard claimed that Premier 
Raymond Barre had revealed the 
full facts about the detention and 
release of Abu Daoud in an interview 
last Friday. 

But he reported that on Monday, 24 
hours before the terrorist was freed. 
Foreign Minister Louis de 
Gulringaud's top aide. M. Ulrich, 
warned the West German Embassy 
here that Bonn had failed to follow 
up its request for Abu DaoucTs deten- 
tion with an extradition order. 

Giscard said that, since the 
meeting of the court was imminent, 
Ulrich gave the German charge d'af- 
faires his private phone number so 
that he could call him at any hour of 
the night. But there was no message 
from the Germans before' the court 
was convened. 

Raising his voice in anger, the 
President went on: "France has 
been the target of insults which set 
out — but failed — to damage its 
dignity and honour." 

He said: “The man arrested was 
accused of being an Instigator of the 
Munich massacre. But three men 
were arrested for their part in it. 
Where are they?" 

Giscard was referring to the 
release by West Germany of the 
three Palestinian terrorists after a 
Lufthansa airliner was hijacked. 

The President recalled that 
France had given priority to the 
safety of Israel passengers aboard 
the Air France airbus which was hi- 
jacked to Entebbe, last June. 

He said: “We refused to accept 
any discrimination against 
passengers on the grounds of 
nationality or to dissociate the fate of 
some from others, although this 
would have speeded the release of 
the French people aboard.” , 

The President kept the' Abu Daoud 
issue to the end of his press con- 
ference and then devoted 15 minutes 
only to it. But he packed these 15 
minutes with open anger. 

Giscard also referred to the 
seizure by French police of Serbo- 
Croat terrorists who hijacked an 
•American airliner lest year and flew 
it to Paris, as proof of France's 
determination to fight terrorism. 

He continued: "The scale and the 
painful feeling that a campaign has 
been mounted against France give 
the impression that certain countries 
refuse to accept an independent 
policy from France." 

Recalling that Gen. de Gaulle once 
said that France's foreign policy was 
not run from the Paris Stock Ex- 
change. Giscard said: “French 
policy will not be drafted In editorial 
offices abroad. France has no 
lessons to receive and advises those 


who wish to remain its friends to abs- 
tain from giving any." 

Giscard said he wished to deliver a 
personal message to the families in 
Israel of the murdered athletes 
because the facts had been withheld 
from tbem. 

He claimed that Abu Daoud could 
not be extradited from France by 
Israel' because the 1972 law which 
applied at the time of the Munich 
massacre prevented France from 
handing over to Israel non-Israel 
terrorists who had committed 
crimes outside French territory. But 
the law had been amended ln order 
to embrace such cases in the future, 
he added. 

In a clear reference to Nazi justice, 
Giscard aaid: "Those who have ex- 
perienced hasty and arbitrary 
xnanipuJation of the law by the state 
will understand that we had to 
respect French law." 

Although Israel diplomatic circles 
expressed disappointm ent at 
Giscard's failure to present any new 
facts to Justify France's behaviour, 
observers were Impressed by the 
President's gesture towards Israel. 

Giscard abstained from any 
criticism of the Israel Government's 
decision to recall Ambassador 
Mordechai Gazit for consultations, ln 
protest against the release of Abu 
Daoud. 

He also took the unusual step of us- 
ing his press conference, which was 
televised live throughout France, to 
address a courteous and sym- 
pathetic message to the bereaved 
families of the Olympic athletes. 

But while France's relations with 
Israel are unlikely to be indefinately 
chilled by the unhappy episode over 
Abu Daoud. those with Germany will 
certainly be shaken by the French 
President's outspoken criticism of 
the way Bonn handled the affair.

Reaction in 
Jerusalem: 
Nothing new

Nothing new was the initial 
Jerusalem reaction to President 
Giscard d'Estaing's references to 
the Abu Daoud affair in his press 
conference yesterday.

However, it was learned, Franco- 
Israel conversations are now ln 
progress, both on the Abu Daoud af- 
fair and on relations in general. 

A decision on when the recalled 
Israel Ambassador to France, 
Mordechai Gazit, returns to Paris, 
will be taken shortly by Foreign 
Minister Allan, informed .sources 
said last night. This presumably Will 
come after present unpublicised, 
Xsrael-Frencb discussions. 

. Privately, officials In Jerusalem 
acknowledged that nothing new had 
been expected to emerge at the 
French President’s press conference 
as regards the Israel position. It had 
Included the same legal argumenta- 
tion which Jerusalem had- already 
rejected. 

But officials apparently an- 
ticipated no such thing, particularly 
in view of Giscard's impending visit 
to Saudi Arabia — which could have 
had some bearing on the whole 
French handling of the Abu Daoud 
affair. 


Rhodesia hangs eight blacks 
convicted as terrorists 


SALISBURY- — Rhodesia yesterday 
executed eight blacks convicted on 
charges of urban terrorism, a 
Justice Ministry statement said. The 
eight were hanged at Salisbury 
prison shortly after dawn. 

They were members of the African 
National Council headed by Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa. A ninth man, Stope 
Chahabvapasi, 19, who was con- 
demned to death with the others, had 
his sentence commuted to life im- 
prisonment. 

The men had their appeals- against 
the sentences rejected. A plea for 
clemency directed by relatives to 
President John Wrath all also failed. 

Those who died were Elias Muiovi, 
30, George Nyagu, 22, Norman 
Mutrovini, 20, Frederick 
Mudzekenyendze. 20. Hosea Gen- 
diwa, 29. Crispen MuShlpe. 20. Moses 
Ts&mri, 21. and Phillip Musfare 
Nyagu, 21.- 

They pleaded guilty in July and 
August last year to having com- 
mitted acts of urban terrorism, in- 
cluding sabotaging railway lines and 
throwing handgrenades into a down- 
tow n Salisbury' nightclub and 
restaurant.

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Likud MKs rap Gov’t 
on public transport

The country’s public transport ser- 
vices are deteriorating mainly 
because the Government, has failed 
to enforce its own regulations. Likud 
Mg Mbshe . Arens charged in the 
Knesset yesterday. 

He spoke less than 24 hours after 
the Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee approved a five per cent in- 
crease in bus fares to Egged, the 
nation’s largest bus operator, and 9-3 
per cent to the Dan Bus Cooperative 
of Tel Aviv. The two firms were also 
granted Government-backed credits 
of IL250xn. and ILdxn.. respectively. 

Arens noted that the Traffic Or- 
dinance of 1961 gives the Govern- 
ment a'mple power to ensure 
reasonably satisfactory bus service. 
"But the Transport Ministry just 
failed to enforce the law," he 
deqlared. "As a result, hot only is the 
public inconvenienced^ Jbut, accor- 
ding to the Goloxnb Commission^ 
about ILL ,500m. a year 'are going' 
down the drain." 

Arens demanded "prompt es- 
tablishment" of a public transport 
authority whose job wUlbe to advise 
the Government on transport policy, 
supervise operations, -set fores and 
issue and revoke route licenses. 

Avraham Katz, also of the Likud, 
told the House that as a Jerusalemite 
he yearns for the days when the city 
had its own bus line. Hamekaaher. 

He said that "ever since that com- 
pany was taken over by Egged, bus 
service in the Capital has been going 
downhill as far as quality is concern- 
ed. The fault lies not so much with 
Egged as with the Ministry of 
Transport, which doesn't seem to 
care...It falls to take even the most 
elementary steps In the inspection of 
service, and ignores the myriad 
regulations it has itself written Into 
the Traffic Ordinance." 

Pleading against amalgamation of •• 
Egged and Dan "lest an even more 
monstrous monopoly be created," 
Yitzhak. Golan of the Independent 
Liberals said Government inspec- 


tion and control of bus operations 
“must reach a point where the bus 
companies shall never again* have 
the power to issue an ultimatum 
threatening to paralyze all bus ser- 
vices unless their conditions and 
demands are met forthwith.'*. 

In his reply for the Government. 
Transport Minister Gad Yaacobi 
said, “In the near fixture, I intend to 
bring before the Cabinet recommen- 
dations concerning the structure of 
public transport in the future, and 
some long-range plans for its 
management;" 

He also said future Government 
assistance to the bus companies 
depends on increased efficiency 
moves promised tty the latter. But he 
defended, the bus cooperatives by 
noting that the number of private 
passenger vehicles here has grown 
twelve-fold over, the past 13 years, 
“and this leaves the bus companies 
at a disadvantage since road 
development work has not grown 
commensurately." 

Meanwhile- the bus cooperative 
yesterday held a press conference at 
Beit Sokolov in Tel Aviv, at which 
the Government’s steps to aid Egged 
were deemed inadequate. 

The chairman of the Egged 
secretariat, Axnnon Bogin, said that 
the Government had rejected all the 
cooperative’s appeals to guarantee a 
balance of its current accounts, 
claiming that it could do this only 
after the publication of the Golorob 
Committee report. 

The report has now been publish- 
ed, Bogin said, its most important 
recommendation being “the crea- 
tion of long range budgetary stabili- 
ty (in the cooperative) Egged is 
willing to comply with the report's 
recommendations. Bogin insisted, 
but the Ministerial Economic Com- 
mittee had said it needed 7-8 months 
in order to prepare a contract that 
will permit proper operation of 
public transport. Similarly, the 
Government’s decisions to grant 
credits to the company and raise bus 
fares fell far short of a radical solu- 
tion of Egged a s problems. *• 


Yadlin, sister deny all 
charges of bribes, fraud

His sister is charged 
with two counts of taking bribes and 
arranging a bribe for someone else. 
Yadlin, who has been in Beilinson 
hospital for chest pains which ap- 
parently developed after the suicide 
of his friend, former Housing 
Minister Avraham Ofer, was hot in 
court Jndge Hadasaah Ben-Ito was 
given a letter from the hospital that 
he' was too Ell to jattemL' Yadlin was 
represented in court by attorney 
Shlomo Touasia-Cohen. 


Mbrdechai Shorer, representing 
Sarah Hari, who was present told 
the court that he might ask for a 
separate trial for his client 
The courtroom was partially emp- 
ty, and there were no disruptions 
during the 15-minute hearing. 
Proceedings will continue on 
February 7. About 50 witnesses are 
expected to be called.

Yadlin asked Mordecb&i Elison. 
manager of Solel Boneh Overseas, to 
transfer $30,000 to his sister. The re- 
quest was made after Elison alleged- 
ly asked Yadlin to hire Emmy, a 
Sole! Boneh subsidiary company, to 
perform various engineering ser- 
vices for Kupat Ho 11m. 

' Sarah Hari was charged with 
providing information to Yuval In- 
surance which .enabled it to get the 
insurance business for Kupat Holim 
employees. 

According to the charge sheet, 
Bltuchim, an insurance agency in 
which Sarah Hari was a partner, 
then received 20 per cent of the 
premiums. She also was charged 
With paying 112,000 to Meir Kimche, 
Kupat Holim ’s accountant, to ex- 
pedite payments to Yuval. Kimche 
hft” also been arrested. 

Yadlin also was charged with 
receiving I U 00. 000 in kickbacks 
between 1973 and 1976. According to 
the charge sheet. Yadlin asked for 15 
per cent in kickbacks for helping at- 
torney Haim Goshen get IL666.000 of 
real estate business from Kupat 
Holim. 

According to the charge sheet. 
Yadlin also made kickback 
arrangements with Hav&Erlichman 
and went into partnership with her to 
purchase property from Kupat 
Holim. 


Kiryat Haim won’t secede from Haifa

It also 
showed that the population as a 
whole took little interest in what was 
largely an issue for men with small- 
town ambitlons.

Greengrocers reopen tomorrow; 
taxmen adamant on books

The ‘’strike” of open-air 
greengrocers — scheduled as a 
week-long protest — will end 
tomorrow night, following an appeal 
from Likud leader Menahcm Begin. 

The vendors of fresh fruits and 
vegetables at the country's retail 
produce markets are demanding ex- 
emption from Treasury regulations 
requiring them to keep ■ account 
books for income tax purposes..

Meeting with Knesset members 
yesterday, a national greengrocers’ 
delegation affiliated with the

However, Begin asked the 
greengrocers to halt their strike by 
Wednesday. He warned them 
against giving the public the impres- 
sion that they were trying to 
pressure the Knesset into meeting 
their demands. And housewives, he 
pointed out, would need to buy food 
for the weekend. 


At a meeting later in the day, the 
greengrocers voted to heed Mr. 


Begin 's advice and open their stalls 
tomorrow morning.

You couldn't buy a .tomato yesterday in Jerusalem's 
Mahane Yehuda marketplace. But you' could buy a 
chandelier or a live carp. 

The nationwide strike of vegetable and fruit vendors 
deprived Jerusalem’s mein outdoor market of its domi- 
nant elements, but it brought to view the extraordinary 
variety of goods and services usually hidden by the 
protruding stands of the greengrocers. 

fix nameless side alleys, you could get your knives 
sharpened, shoes repaired or tin hammered. The 
market's grocery shops drew first time visitors who 
found them to be exotic gra barles lined with sacks stuffed 
with couscous, cracked wheat and more varieties of 
pasta thmi Rome has hills. 

The cheese-and-ollve stalls were offering even wider 
varieties, and so were the spice shops.. 

A dealer in household goods, slightly used, had a small 
cut-glass chandelier strung elegantly up outside his 
modest booth 'and a television set -for sale against the 
alley wall. Colourful quilts were stacked high' in the alleys 
dominated by textile shops. 

It was a surprise for Mahane Yehuda regulars to see 
that fruit and vegetable stalls constitute only about half 


-the marketplace. The fact, however, that it Is the most 
important half was evidenced by the small number of 
customers and the strangely leisurely pace. 

In an alley off Mahane Yehuda Street, women from the 
Jerusalem Corridor moshavim stood beside the stacks of 
newly laid eggs they had brought In that morning and 
waited for customers. “Hardly anyone today,” said a 
woman from Nes Ha. rim. "I just hope it doesn't snow 
before we get home. It feels like snow-” 

One did not have to wait as usual behind a long line out- 
side the open-front bakery where large flat Iraqi breads 
are plucked off the inside of a clay oven one by one. The 
few customers yesterday found the bread stacked and 
waiting. 

Many of the striking greengrocers found It hard to stay 
home. They stood around in small groups talking to each 
other or bantered with their neighbours who were open. 

"Sure I'll keep books," said one. "They just have to 
send me to Europe for three years to study how."

Sharon scores government

Likud votes for

TEL AVIV. — Aluf (Res.) Ariel 
Sbaron said yesterday Israel should 
issue international detention orders 
against alt terrorists. He was ad- 
dressing his Shlomzion movement's 
500 active members at the B’nei 
B'rith House here. 

Sharon, who had been the Prime 
Minister's advisor on fighting 
terrorism, said the government was 
failing behind in the fight against 
terrorism and was partly responsi- 
ble for France's "base" act of 
releasing Abu Daoud. Sharon said 
Israel had not been quick enough in 
forwarding the extradition papers. 

The government also failed to note 
that Abu Daoud is responsible for at 
least 12 assassinations in this coun- 
try since 1973 when the extradition 
agreement with France was ratified, 
Sharon charged. Had these incidents 
been mentioned, France couldn't 
have claimed Abu Daoud was re- 
quested for a crime committed 
before the extradition agreement was 
ratified, he arguqd. 

Sharon said the government Is 


sowing the seeds of terror in Israel 
by preventing Jews from entering 
Nablus and other places.

“The municipality has been 
responsive to State Controller's 
criticism and endeavours to mend 
the shortcomings pointed out to 
it...." This is a remark rarely found 
in a State Controller report, whether 
,on a Ministry or on a major local 
authority. It is quoted, from the 
report on Afula, elevated to 
municipal status four years ago 
(December 7, 1972). although its pop- 
ulation has barely reached the 
statutory 20,000. 


Last year Afula turned 50. a bit 
more urtian today, perhaps, but 
minus railway line and station 
that linked it to the Mediterranean 
and the Arabiaq hinterland. The 
most notable change in the town's 
history was yie establishment in the 
late fifties of 'a suburb. Upper Afula. 
onGiv'atHamoreh. three kilometres 
away. It has some Industries. The 
Kupat Holim hospital there has serv- 
ed the area with distinction. 

The eleven-man local council is 
headed by Mayor Shimshon Shehori, 
a Labour Party man, who has one

Of about 200 business es- 
tablishments in the food trade, 61 
were found in 1975 to operate without 
a license from the health authorities, 
and in 14. r > cases no documents were 
produced on the health examinations 
of those employed there. 

Municipal properties were found 
inadequately recorded and main- 
tained. A survey of their state by an 
engineering company is two years 
overdue. Furniture and other equip- 
mcnl\was not marked as municipali- 
ty ovwied. until June 1976, in the 
wake of the Controller's criticism. 

Premises and 145 dunams of farm 
land which the town owns have been 
leased \vithout proper agreements, 
often without any charges to the 
lessees. Rent for stalls in the old 
market and other built-up space 
have not \bccn collected in time. A 
cooperative making building blocks 
Is using 2.546 sq. m. of land in the in- 
dustry zone without a lease, and an 
electrical workshop owner is not 
paying his rent without the 
municipality doing anything about 
it. 

A purchasing committee set up in 
May 1964 remained on paper, and no 
storekeeper was appointed to check 
quality or keep records. Purchasing 
procedures laid down by law have 
not been followed. Municipal 
emergency stores that should be 
checked twice a year, have not been 
checked- at all, have been poorly 
stored and are unguarded. Most of 
these faults, however, were rectified 
after August 1976. Water meter 
reading and billing are also un- 
satisfactory. The water supply^ 
.-.sys.tp^^nup a deficft.pfjieariy 
„ ILlm. SociaJ welfare r work receives 
bettor marjes : few flaws were found, 
the Controller says. 


But a chock of IUim. worth of 
development projects revealed 
serious flaws in procedures, like a 
failure to arrange proper contracts 
with planners and supervisory 
engineers engaged tor them, and as 
a result execution was held up and 
casts driven up. Only at the end of 
1975 was a superintendent of works 
engaged and supervision on the 
building sites improved as a result. 
But the keeping of works records 
was unsatisfactory, the Controller 
states. In some cases development 
works for large amounts were ex- 
panded without new tenders publish- 
ed, though the law requires it. A 
building that cost over IL600.000 for 
a youth employment centre, though 
completed in time, remained unused 
for a full year, because of 
“negotiations with the Education 
and Culture Ministry on the 
character of the institution." 

In the ordinary budgets between 
1971 and 1974 the municipality ran up 
a deficit of nearly IL7m. At the end 
of 1975/76 loans totalled over ILt Ora., 
3S per cent for school and cultural 
facilities. 28 per cent for develop- 
ment works and the balance for con- 
solidation of debts and covering 
deficits in the ordinary budget. For 
each resident the town now owes 
nearly IL2.200. Half of the loans arc 
linked to the index. In 1974 they ac- 
counted for 23 per cent of the or- 
dinary budget. Accounting practices 
also leave much to bp desired. Debt 
collection is erratic and lags behind, 
resulting in losses. 

From the details, as distinct from 
the summary of the report, it 
appears that the local council was ill 
prepared for promotion to township 
status. The conclusion .-is. that the 
In tenor Ministry, as the tutor 'of 
local authorities, bears much of the 
blame.

To emphasize its position, the 
DMC decided that Halevi and MKs 
Shmuel Tamir and Aldva Nof (who 
will resign their seats shortly to join 
the movement) will not form a DMC 
faction in the Knesset. Thus the 
movement will not get the advance 
which amounts to IL2m. 

During the press conference, at- 
torney Zvi Sa’ar and a few friends in 
his “New Generation Party” 
appeared. As television cameramen 
and photographers focused on them, 
they showered the ' reporters with 
leaflets. Sa’ar shouted into a bull 
horn*. “I’m ah angry young man. I 
spilled blood in the war... you 
(Yadin) are the biggest political 
fraud since the state was es- 
tablished.” Sa'ar and friends left 
quietly after repeating their ac- 
cusations several times.

TEL AVIV. — It was to have been a 
“Rhapsody In Russia." as the two- 
week package tour of the USSR 
booked by Jacob Levitt of 
Philadelphia, was called. There 
were to have been luxury hotel ac- 
commodations and sightseeing tours 
of Moscow, Kiev, Odessa and 
Leningrad. 

Only things did not turn out quite 
that way.. Instead of a rhapsody, 
there were Interrogations, searches, 
confiscation .of personal belongings, 
detention without food for 30 hours 

and finally deportation. 

What went wrong? Unfortunately 
for the group of 12 American tourists 
who had arrived at Moscow Inter- 
national Airport at 10.00 a.m. on 
December 19. their timing was bad. 
They had no inkling that the Jewish 
culture symposium was afoot in the 
Soviet capital, that the authorities 
were out to ban it at any cost and 
that they were especially on the 
lookout for would-be participants 
who may try to "infiltrate from 
abroad" and take part in the sym- 
posium's proceedings. 

When the group arrived in 
Moscow, customs officials began an 
unusually thorough search of their- 
baggage. The officials were so 
meticulous that every sock was turn- 
ed inside out, lest something be con- 
cealed in It. Then seven of the group 
were allowed to leave the airport 
with their guide and start thefr tour.

The five who wore forced to stay 
behind had obviously Jewish soun- 
ding names, and their . baggage in- 
cluded Jewish items. This was suf- 
ficient to arouse grave suspicions 
among the officials. 

Each of the five was taken for an 
examination of his person, with 
every single pocket turned out. 

"By that time there already were 
KGB men Involved in the Investiga- 


tion and we were obviously 
suspected of something. Even mug 
shots of us were taken. All our 
papers were taken away from us, 
and the address books were careful- 
ly copied. Our valises were emptied 
and personal belongings were 
separated from -other Items. The 
latter were chiefly any Jewish items 
the officials could find in the 
baggage." Levitt, who recently 
arrived In Israel, recalls. ‘They 
seized tefilin from one of our group 
and took them apart. They con- 
fiscated printed material, a magen 
david, a talit. a menora (our tour 
coincided with Hanukka), candles 
and even some Hanukka spinning 
tops." Levitt said. 

"My interrogator wanted to know 
if 'I am a religious Jew. When I 
answered 'not in particular,' he 
wanted to know whether I was a 
Zionist. I replied that every proud 
Jew supports Israel, only to be told 
that "in this ease you are dangerous 
to the USSR," Levitt recounts. 

Throughout the day the five were 
given no food and had to carry their 
heavy bags from room to room. At 
midnight they were told they would 
be taken to ahotel, "which, how- 
ever turned out to be a detention - 
centre. We were marched there un- 
der guard and a soldier remained at 
my door. At 5.30 in the morning we 
were deported to Paris Instead of 
London, as we were told. I paid $1.- 
000 for a rhapsody, got only 
harrassment."

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Zionist Executive raps 


‘tear-jerking’ UJA

The United Jewish Appeal was 
criticized by the Zionist Executive 
yesterday for allegedly distributing 
a fund-raising pamphlet In the U.S. 
describing Israeli youth as "taking 
pot and hashish" and dropping out of 
school to become prostitutes. 

The piamphlet, which is headed 
"1977 Campaign Local Needs'* and 
whose cover is printed with the UJA 
slogan “We Arc One” but' is 
otherwise anonymous, notes that 
free education In Israel stops at the 
ninth grade. "Today it costs a waiter 
an entire salary to send one child to 
school. Israel’s teenagers arc paying 
the price of survival," reads the 
booklet. “At 12 they smoke 
cigarettes, at 15 they take pot and 
hashish .. They walk the streets, 
break bottles, do nothing. The 
juvenile prostitution among Jewish 
girls who drop out of school is rising 
in Jerusalem and Tel Aviv." 

Ya’acov Tsur. former hoard chair- 
man of the Jewish National Fund, 
pointed out that such negative 
publicity gives a bad image to Israel. 
“Is it worthwhile to squeeze tears 
from our brothers in America by 
presenting Israel In such a way?” 
The Executive voted unanimously 
to denouce the pamphlet and ask 
UJA leaders for an explanation . 

A source at the UJA office In 
Jerusalem told The Jeruxalem Po*t 
last night, however, that “it is im- 
possible” that the pamphlet was 
produced by the UJA. "We always 
print our organizational name on 
every piece of publicity material, * r 
he said. "The only explanation Is 
that the booklet was put out by a 
local community or federation." 

The UJA. he explained, "works in 
partnership with the local communi- 
ty, but does not control it." The of- 
ficial said he personally opposes 
depicting Israel as unfortunate in 
order to play on the heartstrings of 
contributors. He also expressed sur- 
prise that the Zionist Executive 
would- come to its conclusions and 
criticize the UJA without first in- 
vestigating who was responsible for 
the offending pamphlet. 

Informed by The Post of the UJA 
official’s explanation, Tsur (who had 
raised the question in the Executive 


meeting) said .he was pleased that 
the UJA denied producing the 
booklet. He added, however, that a 
policy of “squeezing out tears” was 
not new at the UJA. He recalled that 
in a television appeal sponsored by 
the organization after tbe Yom Kip- 
pur War, Jews in New York were 
asked to "give S500 for Israel’s sur- 
vival.” 

On another matter, Aliya Depart- 
ment Director-General Uzi Narkiss 
noted that aliya from South Africa 
has increased considerably in recent 
months, with 1,200 Jews expected to 

arrive in the first six months of this 

year through July — about double 
the rate of last year. 

A vocational school for teenage 
girls that WLZO had planned to build 
in Jerusalem was discussed by 
World Wizo President Raya Jaglom. 
“We found the land in the French 
Hill quarter six years ago and 
everything was ready for ground- 
breaking." she said. But at the 
dedication ceremony, local residents 
demonstrated against the school, 
which would provide educational 
and dormitory facilities for girls 
from broken homes. 


Yordim refused 
as fund-raisers

WASHINGTON. — Israel’s Consul- 
General in New York, Uri Ben-Ari. 
has acknowledged that Israel 
squelched a proposal to have Israelis 
living in the U.S. raise funds tor the 
United Jewish Appeal and Israel

“We didn't want to encourage 
them to get Involved In the UJA or 
Israel Bonds because that would 
mean they had settled here and we 
acknowledged it.” Ben-Ari said in an 
interview with 'The New York 
Times." 

"We don't want Israelis to come 
off so cheap that they give $50 and 
have a clean conscience," Ben-Ari 
added.

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Mysterious firm: gets $7.7m.fdr 
U.S. Air Force project in Iran

WASHINGTON. — The Iranian Air 
Force agreed to pay $7.7m. between 
'2973. and 1976 to a mysterious con- 
sulting firm with no known assets 
other than a Swiss hank account and 
a Bermuda post-office box. 

According to documents obtained 
by “The Washington Post," Manage- 
ment and Technical Consultants Co. 
Ltd. (MTO of Hamilton, Bermuda la 
being paid to' assist in developing a 
costly weapons system in Iran for 
which the U.S. Air Force had 
already been retained aa project 
manager. 

The MTC affair raises many 
questions that Pentagon officials, 
the Iranian government and U.S. 
private contractors axe unable to 
answer. It Is a new example of the 
murky private dealings surrounding 
U.S. arms sales abroad, which have 
reached a fl2b. yearly level. 

Recent investigations by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Subcom- 
mittee on Multinational Cor- 
porations have Indicated a broad 
pattern of payoffs to agents and 


middlemen who helped U.S. contrac- 
tors secure business In various coun- 
tries, including Iran. 

The purpose of the Iranian con- 
tract with MTC, according to the 
documents, is to help develop an 
automated supply and logistics 
system for the Shah's modern air 
force, which has been built during 
the past fopr years with billions of 
dollars in purchases of U.S. jet air- 
craft and management services. 

. Pentagon officials say they know 
nothing about the Bermuda firm or 
why the Iranian military agreed to 
pay it 57.7m. to help develop a com- 
plex and costly U.S. weapons, 
system. The. Iranian embassy In 
Washington confirmed the authen- 
ticity of the documents obtained by 
the “Post" but had nothing further, 
to say about them. 

Particularly baffling is that,' at the 
time the agreements with MTC were 
made, the U.S. Air Force had 
already been designated to manage 
the project. The U.S. Air Force will 
be paid 316m. for its services. 

In addition, Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation was awarded a flSfcn. 
contract last month as the -private 


- contractor for the supply and spare 
parts programme, known as Peace 
Log. The Lockheed contract is ex- 
pected to grow to 9350m. over six 
years. 

All efforts to track the purpose or 
flnal destination of the $7. 7m. end at 
the doorway of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank, 63 Rue de Rhone, Geneva. 

That is where the money was sent 
in monthly instalments under two 
separate contracts signed by an Ira- 
nian Air Force general. 


The Peace Log project was con- 
ceived after the May 1972 decision by 
then-Preside.nl Richard Nixon to sell 
advanced fighter aircraft, either the 
F-14 or F-15, to Iran. Committed to 
spend billions on the planes, the Shah 
and his generals determined that an 
equally advanced supply system had 
to he developed to keep the planes in 
spare parts. 



The names of the individuals sign- 
ing the 12 -page agreement cannot he 
determined on the photostat copy ob- 
tained by the “Post." No one In- 
volved in the Peace Log project can 
identify any service that MTC may 
have performed. 


SHAH: 

Not my fault if Europe goes Communist 


23 U.S. sailors killed 
in Barcelona sea-crash 


NEW YORK.— The Shah of Iran 
says in* an interview published 
yesterday that Western Europe suf- 
fers from bad leadership and ineffec- 
tive government, and that these fac- 
tors rather than international 
economic » problems would be the 
main causes of a Communist take- 
over in the area. 

In an interview with. “Newsweek’' 
magazine, the Shah said he "just 
laughs" at suggestions that a sudden 
rise in oil prices by Iran and other 
oil-producing countries could create 
economic upheaval £n Western 


Europe leading to Communist take- 
overs. 

“This is not the real point. It is that 
your societies are not well run. You 
have no government, you haye no 
leadership", said the Iranian leader, 
who elsewhere in the Interview calls 
himself a friend of the West. 

“I am not talking about America 
because it is a world of its own; I am 
talking about the Europeans". 

The Shah also said he believes 
there will ‘.be war between the rich 
and poor nations of the world by the 
end of the century unless some way 


is found to reconcile their economic 
differences. . 

The Shah said he does not believe 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) will 
break up because of the decision by 
Saudi Arabia to raise its oil prices 
only 10 per cent this year while 11 
other OPEC members Including Iran 
decided to raise prices 15 per cent. 

He refused to criticize the Saudi 
decision, which has caused Iran's oil 
sales to drop almost 35 per cent since 
the price increases were announced 
last December. ( AP)

Leningrad police blocking new 
‘underground’ art exhibition 


TOKYO. — Saudi Arabia's Oil 
.Minister, Sheikh Ahmed Z&ki 
-Yamani, said in an interview publish- 
ed here yesterday his country In- 
tends to Increase its average dally 
oil production to 11.8m. barrels this 
year, and more next year. With 
current output 8.5m barrels, this 
would be a 40-percent increase. 

The popular daily “Tokyo Shim- 
bun" quoted Yamani as saying that 
oil-producing countries would do 
their best to stabilize oil prices but 
that industrialised countries should 
also try to arrest Inflation. 

The rise in Saudi Arabia's ofi out- 
put follows its decision to opt out of a 
move by most, member-states of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries (Opec) , to raise their 
prices by 15 per cent in 1977. Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates limited their January l 
price rise to five per cent, a move 
which has led to increased demand 
for their oil at the expense of other 
„Opec countries. (Reuter) 


LENINGRAD. — Soviet police 
yesterday cracked down on a group 
of unofficial artists by blocking* the 
entrance to a private apartment and 
refusing to let others travel to 
Leningrad where an . exhibition of 
their art is scheduled to open today. 

Natasha Kazarin ova, 30, in whose 
fiat the show is scheduled to open 
this afternoon, said officiais have ac- 
cused her at staging the showing 
“for political purposes" — to raise 
money for political prisoners under 
the auspices of Amnesty. Inter- 
national. 

She denied the accusations and 
said -the exhibit will be free of charge 
if it is held as scheduled. 

Some participants from Moscow 
were picked up by police as they left 
their homes for the Leningrad train 
station/ she said. Others who bad 
already arrived were sent back to 
Moscow. 

: Sq far about Ifc ^Leningrad- ex- 
hibitors have been stopped outside 
the building, Kfezarinova said. 


In Moscow, Oskar Rabin, one of 
.the Soviet Union’s leading unofficial 
artists, said he and his son Alex- 
ander were picked up by police on 
Sunday when they left their Moscow 
home en route for Leningrad. Rabin 
said he was questioned -for four hours 
■and then told he would not be allowed 
to go. 

Rabin quoted police as having fold 
him, "Remember times have chang- 
ed. You will no longer be allowed to 
do what you have done In the past." 

The statement appeared to refer to 
a number of unauthorised but 
tolerated art exhibitions in Moscow 
and Leningrad apartments in recent 
months. 

•The “underground" art movement 
has enjoyed official tolerance since 
September, 1974, when authorities 
used bulldozers to break up an unof- 
ficial exhibition. The incident caused 
an outcry in the West and the artists 
.were allowed to-extdhit some of their 
work in a Moscow park.

BARCELONA. — A U.S. Navy 
launch carrying more than 100 
lors and marines collided with a 
ih freighter In the darkness of 
t Barcelona harbour early yester- 
rturning the launch and kill- 
ing kt least 23 of the servicemen, the 
U.S. Navy said. 

A Navy spokesman said 15 hours 
afterl the accident that 15 persons 
were still unaccounted for. But he 
said that did not necessarily mean 
they were aboard the launch; they 
could still be an leave. 

Scores swam to safety after .the 
freighter bowled over the launch fill- 
ed with sailors and marines from the 
Sixth Fleet returning to their ships — 
the helicopter carrier USS Guam 
and the landing ship USS Trenton — ■ 
from a night in Barcelona. 

* Reports from survivors said more 
than a dozen others were trapped un- 
derneath the launch until Spanish 
tugboats rushed to the scene and 
righted It. 

The accident occurred at 0120 
GMT. officials said. 

"It was a nightmare but there was 
not any real panic except for a cou- 


ple of guys." said Petty Officer 
Richard Felzien, one of those who 


lived through the nightmare; 

The total number of injured was 
not yet known, the Navy said. 

Felzien was one of 12 sailors and 
marines hospitalized with shock in a 
Barcelona hospital. 

A joint U.S. Navy investigating 
team began work as Spanish 
frogmen continued to comb the har- 
bour. A crowd of about 100 curious 
watched the grim scene. (AP)

Egypt bangs 
‘Israeli spy’ 


CAIRO. — A Palestinian Arab con- 
victed of spying lor Israel was bang- 
ed here on Sunday, Cairo 
newspapers reported yesterday. 

The ' newspapers named him as 
Ibrahim Said Shahinandsaldhehad 
been convicted along with his wife 
and two sons in 1974 of working with 
Israeli intelligence. They said 
Shahin had been given the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Israel 
army In recognition of his services. 

H!« wife was pardoned by Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, and charges 
against one of the sons were dropped 
by the military court which tried tile 
family. The second son now is ser- 
ving a sentence of five years athard 
labour. (Reuter). 


NAIROBI. — British negotiator Ivor 
Richard said yesterday that his 
meeting 'with black Rhodesian 
nationalist leaders — originally 
scheduled for Sunday — will 
probably take place in about ten 
days. 

- “I expect ... to see the Patriotic 
Front toward the end of this month," 
Richard said in the statement. 

He denied the planned meeting in 
the Mozambican capital of Maputo 
wfth militant nationalist leaders 
Robert Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo 
did not take place because Nkomo 
was unable or unwilling to travel 
there. 

“Unfortunately, January 26 prov- 
ed to be too early for us," Richard 
said. 

The negotiator is in Nairobi for a 
period of “reflection" after more 
than 10 days of shuttle diplomacy. 
This . Included talks wfth Premiers 
Ian Smith of Rhodesia and John 
Yorster of South Africa in an attempt 
to resume the talks in Geneva on how 
to set up a transitional government 
and. achieve black majority rule in 
Rhodesia within two years. 

The Geneva talks* were to have 
resumed yesterday hoi were post- 
poned to. allow Richard more-time to 
try to find a formula acceptable to 
both blacks and whites. (UPI)

The budget, for the financial year 
in October 1977, included

intercontinental ballistic missile and 
82.1m. for eight controversial B-l 
bombers, opposed by many 
Congressmen ‘on strategic and cost 
grounds. _ 

Carter, who takes office on Thurs- 
day, T.iw» called the B-l a wasteful 
project that should be rejected.

LOS ANGELES. — Two Americans 
have been arrested on charges of 
conspiring with a Soviet Embassy of- 
ficial In Mexico City to pass secrets 
— Including details of rockets — to 
the Soviet Union, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation said on Sun- 
day. 

In a statement Issued here, and in 
Washington, the FBI said 
Christopher Boyce, 23, was arrested 
here on Sunday afternoon aqd An- 
drew Lee, 25, was arrested on 
. January 6 in Mexico City. Both have 
been accused of conspiracy to com- 
mit espionage on behalf of the 
Russians. 

Boyce, a student, once worked as a 
security clerk for TRW Corporation, 
a Defence Department contractor. 
He had top security clearance and 
access" to highly classified com- 
munications, documents and 
hardware, the FBI said. 

■ Lee, when arrested in Mexico City, 
had three rolls of microfilm 
classified top secret in his posses- 
sion, the FBI said; The statement 
said the agency expected that Lee 
would be quickly returned to the U.S.

‘The Trilateralists 


are taking oyer’

WASHINGTON. — Right- and left- 
wingers who like theories about plots 
to take over the world are going to 
love the administration of 
President-elect Jimmy Carter. 

For the Trilateralists are taking 
over positions of power In the U.S. 

The Trilateralists are a private, 
though not secret, international 
organization put, together by banker 
David Rockefeller to stimulate 
dialogue between Western Europe, 
Japan and the U.S. 

Their Trilateral Commission holds 
meetings every nine months or so on 
one continent or another to discuss 
international problems. It hires 
professors to write prolix reports 
with epochal titles like "The Crisis of 
International Cooperation" and 
"Towards a World Monetary 
System" and “A New Regime for the 
Oceans". 

But here is the unsettling thing 
about the Trilateral Commission. 
Jimmy Carter is a member. So is 
Vice-President-elect Walter Mon- 
dale. So are the nominees for 
Secretaries of State, Defence and 
Treasury. Cyrus Vance, Harold 
Brown and W. Michael BluzaeaUial. 
So is Zbigniew Brzezlnskl, Carter's 
National Security Adviser, who is a 
former Trilateral director. Also a 
bunch of others who will make 
foreign policy for the U.S. In the next 
four, years. 

At last count. 13 Trilateralists had 
gone into top positions in the ad- 
ministration, not to mention six 
other Trilateralists who are es- 
tablished as policy advisers; some of 
whom fpay also get jobs. Ibis is ex- 
traordinary when one considers that 
the Trilateral Commission only has 
about 65 U.S. members. 

Militant' political groups like the 
U.S. Labour Party have been predic- 
ting for months that Carter was hand 
picked by Trilateral gnomes to 
deliver Rockefeller-dominated 
world fascist government, not to 
mention nuclear holocaust. 

In the middle ranges of opinion, 
the Trilateral connection seems a lot 
less spooky, but stfil significant. Its' 
members are not drafting secret 
blueprints for running the world, but 
they are defining the perceptions 
that may dominate U.S. foreign 
policy in the next era. 

In the simplest terms, the 
Trilateral Commission is an 
Establishment booster club, a 
floating seminar for business and 
academic and political leaders. 
'“These people are a bunch of very ' 
sophisticated Rotarians." said one 
Trilateral ist, a foreign-policy 
scholar. 'These are booster types, 
forward-looking businessmen, 
hopeful about the world," 

On a deeper level, the Trilateral 
Commission is an effort to re- 
establish consensus in the American 
foreign-policy community, where 
even the harmony of that small club 
was shattered by Vietnam.

Modern Surrealism; Austrian Fan- 
tastic Realism; Rodin's sculptures; 
Chagall's Biblical series; Lurcat’s 
tapestries; Hundertwasser; Vasare- 
ly. There was an exhibition of Mex- 
ican art at Beit Dlzengoff just as the 
Six Day War was brewing, and the 
first kinetic art show outside France . 
And. in spite of the critics, Gamzu 
arranged an exhibition oi 
photographic art — yes, photography 
is art, he hotly argues. 

Some of the younger Israelis whom 
he sponsored, either by giving them 
space in the Museum's halls, or by 
sending their works to represent 
Israel at international exhibitions, 
have made good and are recognized 
in the outside world. One of them ia 
Agam. In all. there have been over 
200 exhibitions during the last 15 


years. 

“Is there an Israeli art?" Gamzu Is 

often asked. Probably not. he says. 

It is only 70 years since modern art 
began to be practised in Palestine - at 
Boris Schatz' “Bezalel.*' too short a 
time for a tradition to crystallize. 
Israeli artists are very much in- 
fluenced by world trends. Their per- 
formance is a matter of individual 
endeavour, of course. But the 
general standard Is high and still ris- 
ing. Gamzu feels he has contributed 
in some measure to the progress by 
keeping his Muauem’s standards 
high. 

If his plans had gone as he wished, 
there would have been a series of 
quite important exhibitions over the 
past three or four years, including 
one of MalUol. But the Tom Kippur 
War brought cancellations of many 
of the promises Gamzu had received. 
The keepers of art treasures are 
wary of sending exhibits to a war- 
stricken area. And there Is always 
the question of financing. “One of the 
most necessary talents for the direc- 
tor of any Israeli museum is to be a 
good ‘schnorrer* (beggar),'* Gamzu 
smiles. 

His last official function as Direc- 
tor was the opening at the Tel Aviv 
Museum of the travelling exhibition 
of modern French art. Gamzu 
retired at the beginning of this year.

LONDON — There is nothin g the 
English like better than having a go 
at the French, and the Abu Daoud 
case has offered a first class oppor- 
tunity for all these sub-surface dis- 
likes to emerge. 

The leader writers have bad a field 
day fulminating about French per- 
fidy and submission to petrodollars 
and so forth. There have been 
headlines like “A Nasty Smell from 
Paris” (Sunday Times) and "Black 
January” (Spectator). 

French Premier Raymond Barre. 
who happened to be in London tor a 
dinner engagement on the day after 
Abu Daoud's release, reportedly fac- 
ed an uncomprehending audience at 
the Anglo-French Chamber of 
Commerce. He is said to have stilled 
a questioner by snapping: ' That is a 
hostile question." when asked about 
the bending of the French judiciary 

to Giscqrdien realpolitik. 

Over 50 Members of Parliament of 
various parties have already signed 
two early day motions tabled 
separately by the Labour and 
Conservative Friends of Israel 
registering the British Parliament's 
sense of outrage, and terming the 
terrorist’s release "a cynical 
betrayal of that international trust 
instituted by the European Conven- 
tion on the Suppression of 
Terrorism," agreed upon by the 
European Council of Foreign 
Ministers in November. 

The British Government was urg- 
ed to protest both to the Council of 
Ministers and to the French Govern- 
ment, and to demand the Conven- 
tion's reinforcement. The MPs 
thereby wished to go on record with 
their condemnation of the French ac- 
tion, which will be expressed vocally 
to French Ambassador Jean de 
Beaumarchais this week by a 
delegation representing the three 
main British parties. 

This protest was also aimed 
nearer home. The MPs were venting 
widespread criticism that Britain 
has sc far failed to follow her 
American and German allies in for- 
mally criticising the French action. 
Whitehall has kept studiously silent, 
even after Israel Ambassador Gi- 
deon Rafael called on Minister of 
State David Owen. All tbat the 
Foreign Office has so far been ready 
to say was: "It is for states to deal 
with individual cases within their 
jurisdiction under the law." 

If anyone expected anything 
stronger from Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland, they were disap- 
pointed. When delivering his first 
speech as President of the European 
Council of Foreign Ministers in Lux- 
embourg last week, he omitted the 
reference to counter-terrorism in- 
cluded in the printed text of his 
speech. When asked for the reason, 
Crosland snapped: "It is inoppor- 
tune." A delegation of Labour MPs 
plans to meet him this week to seek 
an explanation. 

'“ The presence Ht fdrifiirr '"Home 
Secretary Roy Jenkins in the EEC 
Commission Presidency, and of 
Crosland in the Council chair had 
raised hopeB that Britain might lead 
in giving the lie to “the impression 
that in Europe oil is more highly 


regarded than honour, morality and 
justice" (in the words of the Conser- 
vative early day parliamentary 
motion). But these expectations 
have so far not been fulfilled, and the 
press has reflected this disappoint- 
ment with “The Spectator" talking 
-of “our Government’s shame,”, and 
"The Sunday Telegraph" conceding 
that "if our Government had had 
cause to fear some crippling 
reprisal against our economy, it is 
equally unlikely that the final out- 
come would have been very 
different." 

But file news Item that ri vetted 


most attention came from the 
"Times" deputy editor Louis Heren. 
He emerged from a press luncheon 
with Ambassador Rafael with the 
report that the ambassador “has 
hinted that an Entebbe-type raid 
might be launched to capture Abu 
Daoud...” He further quoted Rafael 
as warning that the terrorist’s 
release was “a double invitation to 
lawlessness. It encouraged 
terrorism and put heavy pressure on 
Israel to seek his capture." Em- 
bassy sources said Heren had ap- 
parently misunderstood the am- 
bassador.

Special education’s special need for improved facilities

GAT school decorations hanging in a 
dilapidated structure. This was the 
sight which the press was recently 
invited to witness at the Nltzanim 
Religious School tor the Retarded 
and Minimally Brain Damaged 
Children In the Bak’ah district of 
Jerusalem. Here a ' devoted staff 
works valiantly to create a cheerful 
educational atmosphere in an old 
Arab house wholly Inadequate for 
the special needs of the children. 

"Not only Is the building too small 
for the 120‘ children ’squeezed 
together here," says Sara Munltz, 
the cheerful principal of the school, 
"but it is dangerous. A few years ago 
the children had to be evacuated 
from the building because one of the 
■walls was in danger of collapse. They 
put a cement support up to hold It but 
contractors claim that that is still 
not sufficient. There is an open roof 
off one of the classrooms without a 
railing around it. Moreover, children 
who are not sure on their feet to 
begin with, go up and down a narrow 
wooden staircase to get to this top 
classroom." 

There seems to be no question tbat 
*the Nltzanim school needs new 
premises. But years of pressuring 


the Jerusalem Municipality for an 
adequate building has brought no 
results although everyone agrees 
that the conditions at present 
warrant change. In desperation Sara 
Munltz and her staff turned to the 
press. 

"I cannot take our children out to 
demonstrate," says Mrs. Munltz. 
fearful of exposing the children to 
ridicule. “It would be too difficult for 
them. They wouldn’t understand 
what is happening. Moreover, 90 per 
cent of the children come from poor, 
disadvantaged homes. The parents 
are not able to organize to exert 
pressure for the needs of their 
children. What can we do?" 

Zeika Peled, a social worker, who 
has only recently joined the staff of 
Nltzanim. talks feelingly about the 
school. " There ia a wonderfully 
warm atmosphere here. The staff is 
exceptionally hard-working. Even 
the maintenance man is devoted to 
the children. A group of 
English-speaking women have an 
organization to help buy extra 
materials for the school. But there is 
a limit to what can be accomplished 
'in’ this building under these con- 
ditions. 

“These children, more than 
others, need room to move about. 
They must develop physical co- 
ordination, Tet they have no gym- 
nasium. The front hall which 
measures two-by-four metres is used 
as a gym, a teacher’s room, an 
assembly hall. And you should see 
what this place is like on a rainy day 


when the children fall over each 
other in the hallway during recess. 
There's not a bit of extra space for 
anything outside of classrooms. 
Each child needs personal attention 
and yet there's not an extra room to 
test a child , to sit quietly with him, to 
talk to him, to calm him down." 

The art teacher at Nltzanim. 
Rachel Friedman, says: ‘The straw 
that has broken the camel's back is 
that the school has expanded in the 
last few years and we have been 
forced to make classrooms in the 
basement. It is like patting children 
on shelves. Pushing into every last 
inch of apace. And it is so cold down 
there in the winter. The children sit 
in their coats and shiver. How can 
you expect them to concentrate, to 
learn?" 

“All this," says Sarah Munitz. "is 
not to dream of what could be done in 
a decent place. We want desperately 
to have home economics. It is self- 
evident that we must teach the girls, 
at least, to cook and organize a home 
but we can't connect gas in the lunch 
room because there’s not enough 
ventilation. In a good building we 
could have a kitchen, a more exten- 
sive crafts programme. These are 
necessities tor our children." 

•The Jerusalem Municipality is 
short of facilities." says one teacher, 
"but why is it that these children 
who have two strikes against them 
already, should suffer most?" 

The Jerusalem Municipality is in- 
deed short of facilities. Each year 
there are strikes by parents. Tet 
there are schools which are standing 


half-empty and because of the 
pressure of middle class parents, 
few schools are going up for middle 
class children. Special education has 
developed a great deal in the last 
decade but there are very few 
facilities that have been built with 
these children in mind. More often 
the opposite has been the case. These 
children have been given "the left- 
overs" as far as facilities are con- 
cerned. Nltzanim is a prime exam- 
ple of this. 

Will an adequate building be found 
for these underpriviliged children 
with special needs, or as Rachel 
Friedman bitterly queried: “Will the 
'have-nots,' unable to speak out for 
themselves continue to get a raw 
deal while the 'haves’ continue to get 
more?"

pany floated shares on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange. 

The Best Investment Co... a 
shareholder of Solel Boneh, has sued 
the company for payment of the 
dividends accrued up to the end of 
1973. According to the shareholder's 
claim, Solel Boneh has not paid the 
promised dividends although its 
profits have reached a very high 


level. According to the suit filed by 
Best Investment Co., the total 
amount of dividends due to all 
shareholders is IL70ra. 

The suit will be heard on January 
24 in the Tel Aviv District Court. If 
successful, the shareholders will de- 
mand payment of the additional 
dividends for subsequent years.

sterling balances held by foreigners 
in London. 


THE consensus of the economic 
prophets, with few exceptions, is 
that 1977 will see the U.S. leading the 
world further out of the recession 
that resulted after the momentous 
oil price rise in 1973. 

The year 1976 was fairly satisfac- 
tory for the U.S. although somewhat 
less good than expected. President- 
elect Carter promises to use the well 
known “priming the pump” method 
to give the economy a push towards 
progress: tax rebates to encourage 
private enterprise and public works 
to bring down the still high un- 
employment rate. 

Price control may end, which 
could add a gigantic sum to the U.S. 
fuel bill and to many other bills. In 
general, a more inflationary at- 
mosphere will probably prevail in 
the U.S., with care to contain the ex- 
pected price rise as much as possi- 
ble. The Americans rightly fear two- 
digit inflation. Even less than that 

has had significant impact on the 
Israeli economy. 

In Germany, matters were moving 
in the right direction in 1976. and are 
expected to continue, without major 
government interference, on the 
same road: minimal inflation, in- 
creasing exports and. unfortunately 
only slightly diminishing unemploy- 
ment. 

Other European countries look at 
the German economic climate as a 
shining example. France, and more 
so, England and Italy are beset with 
difficulties, which limit economic 
growth and result in high unemploy- 
ment rates and weak currencies. 
Nevertheless, for these countries, 
too. the worst of the “after 1973” 
recession is thought to be past 
history. The coming year might bring 
a better economic atmosphere to 
weaker European economies, with a 
better performance by their 
stronger brothers, the U.S. and 
Japan. 

THE ASIAN industrial giant. Japan, 
apparently has overcome the serious 
setback resulting from an increased 
fuel import bill. Many more orders 
can be expected from the oil-rich 
Arab countries for equipment, 
building projects, harbours and. in 
general, the infrastructure to build 
up these underdeveloped countries. 

Some South American and African 
countries are benefiting from the in- 
creased price of a few raw 
materials, coffee and cacao among 
them. The outlook for the so-called 
(non-oil > Third World is less 
favourable. The currency reserves 
of some Third World countries are at 
an all time low, with rapidly 
diminishing possibilities of buying 
on credit. Unfortunately, the poorest 
countries don't carry much weight In 
the world economy. 

A general world growth rate of 
about 4 per cent is forecast for 1977 
with average inflation as high as 7 to 
8 per cent. This continuing in- 
flationary atmosphere, but this time 
without stagnation, meaning a 


Looser rules for 
cash dispensers

A liberal policy in issuing licences 
to install and operate cash dis- 
pensers at banks has been proposed 
by the advisory committee of the 
Bank of Israel. 

The committee also proposed that 
banks cooperate in using these 
machines so each dispenser could be 
used by every card-holder in all the 
banks, rather than just by the card- 
holders of one. 

Another recommendation was to 
place dispensers in areas without 
banks and in establishments 
employing over 1000 people and in 
bus and train terminals. 

A cash dispenser costs about 
$20,000 and wi£h yearly operating ex- 
penses of about $1500.

gradual return to econopiic growth 
and expansion, will, of course, affect 
the Israeli economy. 

Further economic recovery in 'the 
U.S. is a good omen for both our 
tourist trade and for the results of 
the United Jewish Appeal, as well as 
the Israel Bond sales. Diamond sales 
should also do well in 1977, The 
same, to a lesser degree, can be said 
for the European markets. Tourism 
from Europe never slumped as 
much as American tourism did as a 
result or the oil recession. European 
tourism, however, still has much 
room for improvement, with the 
help of charter flights and of 
course, barring ugly political 
developments. 

The other side of the coin is an ex- 
pected rise in the price of our im- 
ports. As we have to buy abroad so 
much more than we can sell abroad, 
this increase may adversely affect 

our trade balance. 

As always in economics, the ques- 
tion of degree is crucial. Somewhat 
more expensive purchases adding to 
our import bill do not matter much, 
as long as we increase our exports at 
least twice as much. 

OUR CURRENCY policy of gradual 
devaluation clearly aims at achiev- 
ing just this. During 1976. the policy 
was fairly successful in limiting im- 
ports ( by letting prices rise severe- 
ly! and increasing exports. These 
are now competitive In price In 
many cases. 

On the other hand, this deliberate 
policy has a built-in strong in- 
flationary effect on the local scene. 
By itself, this policy creates wage 
conflicts, with sanctions and strikes 
the obvious outcome. Social unrest 
which finds its major cause in in- 
flationary pressures prevails in 
Israel, a direct and bad consequence 


of our efforts to counteract the draw- 
backs of inflationary trends abroad 
by still higher inflation at home. Ills 
time to consider whether this policy 
of gradual devaluation, making 
Israel exports still cheaper, but 
prices in local currency higher, 
should continue unabated. It _ IT ’ a - v 
have reached the point of being 
counterproductive to growth. 

Individual Industrialists behind 
our most successful exports often 
say that it is mostly not price that 
limits our sales abroad. It is more 
the lack of productive capacity. 
Plants are too small to manufacture 
quantities to interest bulk buyers 
abroad. Or skilled labour is lacking 
to make use of the existing produc- 
tion capacity. It Is often difficult to 
create cooperation necessary for 
competing enterprises to tackle 
jointly a foreign market that cannot 
be conquered by the rather small 

Israeli plants acting separately. 

Problems of marketing are many. 
Prices arc usually not the main 
stumbling block. No exporter, of 
course, will refuse a further export ■ 
premium, adding to his profits, but it 
is doubtful, to say the least, whether 
this extra income is really 
necessary. 

Even assuming that the inflation 
abroad continues during 1977, there 
is still every reason to consider 
limiting our planned devaluations. 
They are hardly necessary to further 
our exports. The price ri8e they 
cause on the local market admitted- 
ly reduces imports, but the resulting 
s’oeial unrest might* lead to 
dangerous developments, especially 
in an election year. 

We should be careful not to overdo 
devaluations, making an all out ef- 
fort to limit the 1977 price rise to an 
average of 2 per cent a month, at 
most.

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Adding insult to injury 

PREDICTIONS that President Giacard d'Eataing would use 
his press conference in Paris yesterday as an occasion for a con- 
ciliatory gesture towards Israel, to compensate for France’s 
release of Munich murderer Abu Daoud, have not been borne 
out. This may have been just as well. A sudden show of 
friendship for Israel would in any case not have been easily 
credited here. 

Or perhaps M. Giacard thought that he was extending the 
Jewish State a sort of olive branch by omitting any mention of 
its Government in his carefully prepared remarks an the sub- 
ject. Indeed he went somewhat out of his way to voice sympathy 
for the bereaved families of the Israeli athletes killed in Munich. 
Yet in his appeal to them, to understand that France could not 
twist it 9 laws “Nazd-style” in order to hold Abu Daoud, he was 
merely adding insult to injury. 

Reliable authorities in Jerusalem, Bonn, and even Paris 
itself, have testified that in so hastily allowing the FLO assassin 
to go scot free, France waa in fact perverting its.own laws and 
international obligations. The legal arguments cited by the 
Paris court, all too obviously an advice from the executive 
branch, could only be described, in the mildest possible 
language, as a string of terminological inaccuracies. 

M. Giscard made no effort to justify the rejection of Israel’s 
extradition bid, even in the face of the loud outcry which it had 
provoked. But he came down heavily on West Germany for tar- 
diness in submitting its own application — as though this were 
the true reason for the court's decision. Moreover, he found, 
great fault with Bonn for having released the three surviving 
Munich killers — under blackmail by terrorist kidnappers! 

Attack is,' of course, the best defence. Yet it must have taken 
some effrontery to voice such criticism when it was all too' ob- 
vious that France's most immediate motive In causing the 
release of Abu Daoud was to avoid finding Itself In the position at 
West Germany after Munich. 

‘ It must have taken even greater audacity for President 
Giscard to bold up France as a model of opposition to terrorism 
— citing file example of faraway Entebbe, of all places — when 
it Is universally known that the French Government has ob- 
tained virtual immunity from Arab terrorism, on its own soil at 
least, by coddling the terrorists and by supporting their cause in 
the diplomatic arena. 

Like Interior Minister Michel Poniatowski before him, M. 
Giscard chided foreign nations for presuming to teach morality 
to France. This might have been more palatable to Israeli ears 
were this country not the recipient of a vast volume of moral in- 
struction from France in the past several years. It would also 
have sounded less jarring had France not been putting forward 
repeated moral claims to be a major arbiter of the fate of our 
area.' 

To be sure, it is nobody's business except France's own if it 
chooses to make vassalage to the Arab oil powers the condition 
of its economic prosperity. But if, in the process, it debases 
French justice to suit Arab interests, it cannot be treated any 
longer as a power whose voice deserves to be heeded. 

Sadly. M. Giscard’s attempted rebuttal of accusations against 
him — for the responsibility is primarily his — has only served 
to confirm the impression that in the Abu Daoud affair he has 
fixed another nail in the coffin of French grandeur. 

Dangers of dependence 

AS WAS POINTED out last week at a symposium in the Van 
Leer Institute, Israel faces two problems since the Yom Kippur 
War: excessive dependence on foreign aid, and excessive 
dependence on aid from a single source — 1 the U.S. 

During the first twenty years of Israel’s existence, assistance 
from the U.S. Government amounted to 10 per cent of our total 
capita] inflow. Today it is over half. This is causing second 
thoughts inside the _ U.S. administration, which seeks, un- 
derstandably, to economise where possible in its budgeting. 

It should cause more reflection still in Israel. Financial 
dependency means power for the donor, and weakness for the 
recipient. The U.S. will be pressing Israel to compromise and 
make concessions this year. ITae Carter administration 
promises not to twist Israel's arm; hut the temptation will he 
great. The instruments of pressure are there — thanks, in large 
measure, to a failure on Israel's part. 

We should have Increased production, with the accent on 
arms and export goods, so as to reduce our need for aid. But 
since 1973, output has gone up scarcely at all. Mr. Arson Gafny 
explained why last Friday, during his first major address in his 
new -post as Governor of the Bank of Israel. Since 1973, he 
pointed out, 46,000 members of the labour force have been added 
to the public services in Israel, and only 1,000 to industry. 

He blames the expansion of the social services in Israel's 
welfare State, which (to use his term) have sucked resources 
away from export, investment and even private consumption. 
The Treasury budget devours assets that should be used for 
diminishing our dependence on financing from abroad. 

Knesset members should bear this in mind when they are 
presented next week with the Estimates for 1977/78. There is 
much talk of belt-tightening. It has even been carried out — up 
to a point ; and Israel's balance of trade improved last year as a 
result. But the mini-wage- explosion that started in the second 
half of 1976 is setting the process back. 

The trade deficit must be cut again In the coming twelve 
months. The target could be a reduction of 8300m., the figure 
suggested as a minimum at the symposium by Mo she Sanbar 
{ Gafny 's predecessor in the Bank of Israel). There is only one 
way left to do that: slash 3 3b. off the budget expenditure 
proposals submitted by the Treasury. 

If such a cut bridles the appetite for manpower in the public 
service, there may be a chance for industry to expand. Industry 
makes those things that we are currently relying upon the 
United States* good offices for. 

It is important to increase our industrial self-sufficiency and 
diminish our exposure to the whim of foreign suppliers, even if 
the price is to reduce the pace at which our system of social aer- . 
vices and transfer payments is and has been growing during the 
last decade. . 
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The politics of air time 


HA'ARETZ (independent) says that 
the present distribution of pre- 
election radio and television time la 
unfair, as it Is based largely on the 
number of scats held by each party 
prior to the elections. Thus it dis- 
criminates against both small par- 
ties and parties that have just come 
Into being. The problem is par- 
ticularly acute this time, because the 
newly created •"Democratic Move- 
ment for Change." according 
to the polls, has a considerable 
following. Tet it* radio and TV time 
under the present system is 
minimal. While In a multi-party 


system, total equality In media time 
may not be as applicable as in a two- 
party system, some sort of 
reasonable compromise Is sorely 
heeded. 

DA VAR (Histadrut) welcomes the 
announced redistribution of 
ministerial portfolios. In effect, it 
brings about the long-awaited 
merger of the ministries of 
welfare and labour, police and inter- 
nal absorption and housing. Yet it 
does not by any means obviate the 
chances for future participation In 
the coalition by the NRP or any other 
party.

Social problems as election material 


IT IS NOT COINCIDENTAL that the 
new centre parties. Yadln’s and 
Sharon's have come out most strong- 
ly 'on the need for social reform. 
These political groups speak about 
the need to tend to the soul of Israel, 
and not only to the Issue of borders 
with our neighbours. They are 
justifiably alarmed at the quality of 
life here, and they see a direct 
relationship between the social 
health of the nation and its ability to 
meet the challenges It faces both 
from within and from without. ■ 

The curious part about this use of 
social problems as election material 
is that the new parties have 
recruited hardly any specialists in 
welfare or given them no positions of 
influence to implement change. 

Yadin *S party, it Is true, boasts the 
participation of Dr. Israel Katz, 
former director of the National In- 
surance Institute (who has just an- 
nounced his decision to quit the 
Labour -Party) and Mr. Algarbeli or 
the Ministry of Education (who has 
made his mark as a member of the 
Oded movement) , as the two major 
designers of "welfare plank." Yet 
this plank remains something of an 
enigma. Yadin has a host of middle- 
and upper-income Ashkenazi

followers whose ideas on welfare are 
sufficiently diverse to fill a football 
stadium. 

It will not be easy for him to adopt 
a daring welfare platform that will 
satisfy all his followers. Judging by 
those who attended Yadin 's rally in 
Jerusalem the other night, however, 
he has not succeeded in attracting 
the Sephardi eye. 

Sharon, too, has concentrated on 
Internal issues in his campaign, but 
he has not taken on any advisers in 
welfare or formed a coalition with 
any grass-roots groups involved with- 
the disadvantaged (as Yadin has 
done with the Oded movement). 



Sharon has also focused on 
electoral reform and reorganization 
of the’ political and legislative ap- 
paratus. These issues alone, 
although very weighty and signifi- 
cant, may not convince’ the man-in- 
the-street or the disadvantaged that 
he will directly benefit from the 
changes. 

The Alignment, with the talents of 
such notable specialists as Rlvka 
Bar Yosef and other less con- 
spicuous social scientists to draw up- ' 
on, used them rather sparingly; and 
none of them, apparently, has any 
real influence on the ruling party's 
social policy decisions. When the

chips are down, it seems, that the 
Finance .Ministry and the 
economists determine social policy 
in Israel. 

ONE.KIGHT.^SK: who really cares 
about welfare Issues today? The 
middle class seems to be attracted 
more by the prospect, of electoral 
reform than by ideas ' of equality of 
participation and equal opportunity 
for 'all Israelis. The disadvantaged, 
and the lower-middle class, may be 
looking for immediate relief: but 
having lost faith in getting that, may 
seek charisma, or stick with the two 
traditional power blocks. -

The technological horror show

SOMETHING very strange is afoot 
in the specialised world of the arms 
controllers, and it is starting to 
cause some confusion and not a little 
anxiety. The suggestion is abroad 
that a whole new generation of 
weapons of mass destruction, worse 
than the nuclear and thermonuclear 
array we have learned to live with. Is 
lurking around the next corner but 
one. It was the Russ ians who raised 
the question, and their chosen forum 
•was the 30-nation U.N. Disarmament 
Conference in Geneva. 

Beginning in the spring of 1975. 
Leonid Brezhnev, the Soviet leader, 
began making public references to 
the danger of ‘new types of weapons 
of mas? destruction, probably still 
more pernicious and devastating 
than nuclear weapons*. In 
September 1975 the Russians even 
submitted a draft treaty to the U.N. 
General Assembly urging the 
creation of 'an insurmountable inter- 
national barrier’ to the introduction 
of such new weapons — but still did 
not specify what they had in mind. 

Officially, at least, nobody in the 
West knew what they were talking 
about. It was at first assumed that 
they meant environmental and 
weather modification techniques, 
perhaps Including such extreme 
possibilities as inducing earthquakes 
or redirecting ocean currdhts to 
cause large-scale climatic changes. 
But by the middle of last year the 
Geneva - Conference had actually 
produced a draft treaty banning en- 
vironmental warfare, and the 
Russians were still going an about 
the dreadful dangers of new 
weapons. 

In the course of last year, various 
hints began to appear in the Soviet 
press. There were reports of U.S. 
research showing that the electricity 
in the atmosphere could be used ‘to 
suppress the mental activity’ of 
large groups of people In target 
areas. Sonic generators tuned to an 
infrasound frequency could induce 
‘feelings of depression, fear., panic, 
terror and despair’, and even kill. 
Even lightning could be modified, 
and its power increased, warned the 
Russian papers, "to direct electric 
charges of tremendous power 
against specified targets.* 

GRADUALLY the other nations 
represented at Geneva lost patience 
with the vagueness of the Russian 
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warnings, and brought pressure on 
the Soviet delegates to produce some 
evidence of a real danger. They did 
not do that, exactly, but finally, last 
August, they presented a lengthy 
memorandum detailing their fears. 
It is worth quoting from. 

'New types and systems of 
weapons can appear In the 
foreseeable future which may 
become commensurate in their 
destructive capabilities with 
nuclear, chemical or bacteriological 
weapons, or even surpass them. At 
present there are no limttatons what- 
soever on the use of science for such 
purposes. It means that most unex- 
pected developments may occur at 
any time, the consequences of which 
cannot be foreseen. The danger is 
great. 

Take, for example, ray weapons 
capable of affecting blood and in- 
tracellular plasma: infrasound 
weapons designed to damage Inter- 
nal organs and affect human 
behaviour; genetic weapons tbe use 
of which would affect the 
mechanism of heredity. . 

‘There may also emerge new 
systems of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion, based on scientific principles 
already in use but whose dangerous 
characteristics can be further In- 
creased as a result of introducing 
new technical elements. In this con- 
text, aero-space systems of nucleaf- 
weapons on the basis of transport 
spaceships may serve as an exam- 
ple. 

‘Ncgotiatons on this question 
should be given top priority.' 

LEAVING ASIDE tbe possibility' 
that the Russians have let their im- 
aginations run away with them, 
there are two possible motives for 
their apparent anxiety. 

The first possibility is that they 
have embarked upon a policy, of 
which this is the entering wedge, of 
seeking to point out areas of possible 
new weapons development in ad- 
vance. in an effort to get them bann- 
ed before they arise. This would 
generally work to their advantage, 
since about 950 of new weapon 
developments originate in the West. 

The second, and more chilling 
possibility is that they know 
something we don't, and are badly 
frightened. Maybe the mad scien- 
tists really are in our midst, labour- 
ing m laboratories lit by ghoulish 
green light to create fiendish new 
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devices. Mercifully, the first 
possibility is far more likely, at least 
In the short term. 

The Soviet Union has managed to 
draw roughly abreast of the U.S. in 
strategic nuclear forces in the past 
decade, by dint of a massive produc- 
tion drive In weapons systems com- 
mon to both sides. Regardless of 
whether it is satisfied with parity, or 
aiming for some imaginary strategic 
superiority, the last thing it wants is 
a change in the rules of the game 
now. It Is quite understandable that 
it should try to legislate against any 
really new technological advance. 

IT IS EVEN passible to guess the 
area where the Russians most fear 
an advance: space-based anti- 
missile defence systems employing 
high-energy lasers. There is un- 
questionably a U.S.-Soviet race un- 
der way hi military laser technology 
— the U.S. progress expanded by 20 
percent this year to $261 million. 
Such a system, if developed, would 
bypass both the existing treaty 
against ballistic missile defence 
systems and the insuperable han- 
dicaps that made groundbased 
systems hopelessly inefficient. 

To telescope the argument 
drastically, such systems would 
devalue ballistic missiles in favour 
of tntra-atmosperlc systems 
(bombers, cruise inisstles, etc.) 
where the United States enjoys a 
crushing superiority. Of course the 
West might nevertheless be better ad- 
vised to accede to the Russian desire 
to ban such developments and 
perpetuate the existing balance by 
international law, rather than 
launch forth into a new phase of the 
arms race. 

The Russians will no doubt raise 
precisely this question when the 
Geneva Disarmament Convention 
meets again next month. No 
decisions will be made this year, but 
it is high time that the West con- 
sidered its response. 
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break up because the F-15*s were 
flown into Israel on Sabbath Eve — 
planes which a re desperately needed 
for our defence. This only goes to 
show that we follow the Balacha 
when it’s convenient for those con- 
cerned.

Another reader now living in New 
York tells us that after conducting 
the opening concerts of the Palestine 
Orchestra. Arturo Toscanini toured 
Sweden, arriving In Stockholm in 
March 1937.
